park along the Buffalo River is 
practically assured with passage 
of the bill in the House yesterday.

voted to propose a five mill tax increase for the 
purpose of building a new school building. 
DeweU Arey of North Little Root was hired as 
the architect. Mr. Arey has made preliminary 
drawings for the new school building. The 
drawing is available for inspection to anyone and 
is on the bulletin board in the high school 
auditorium. 


The"Hew school will house the entire school 


plant except the gym and shop. It will probably 
be located next to the present high school and 
parallel to the gym. The new plant will consist of 
four elementary dassMoms, a cafeiorium with a 
sealing capacity of approximately 280, library, 
home economics department, science lab., four 
high school classrooms, and administrative 
area.

Congress Goes Ahead In 
Spite of Dock Agreement

WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 


gress is moving ahead with its 
own solution for the 124-day 
West Coast dock strike despite 
tentative agreement on a new 
contract 
by negotiators for 


longshoremen and shippers. 


Concern in Washington that 


the agreement might not be ra- 
tified by the dock workers 
caused 
the Senate to push 


through a strike-ending bill 
Tuesday and the House to 
schedule action on one today. 


The Senate bill, adopted 79 to 


3, provides for an immediate 
end to the strike and the sub- 
mission of many unresolved is- 
sues to a three-member panel 
empowered to settle them by 
binding arbitration within 40 
days. There could be no strikes 
or lockouts for 18 months. 


The vote came after the an- 


nouncement in San Francisco 
of 
the 
tentative bargaining 


agreement. A union committee 
is to meet Saturday to set a 
date for the ratification vote 
and determine whether the 13,- 
000 men on strike will return to 
work in the meantime. 


The fact that the strike will 


continue at least until Satur- 
day, and could go on after that 
if ratification fails, prompted 
Congress to continue with its 
own legislative solutions. 


Congress is shutting down at 


the end of business today for a 
Lincoln's birthday recess and 
Democratic leaders don't want 
to risk having the settlement 


blow up while Congress is vaca- 
tioning. President Nixon has 
been prodding Congress to act 
since Jan. 21 and sent word aft- 
er 
the settlement was an- 


nounced that he still wants the 
bill passed. 


The Senate bill closely fol- 


lows Nixon's recommended leg- 
islation. The House will be giv- 
en a chance to vote on the Sen- 
ate bill under terms of a resolu- 
tion approved Tuesday by the 
Rules Committee. 


The Rules Committee entered 


the picture after the House 
Education and Labor Com- 
mittee rejected the adminis- 
tration bill and approved a 
milder substitute that would 
provide for shipments of mili- 
tary goods and agricultural 
commodities while the strike 
continued. 


Under its special powers, the 


Rules Committee voted 9 to 6 to 
take the administration bill 
away from the Education and 
Labor Committee and bring it 
to a House vote. 


The Rules Committee also 


made it possible to substitute 
the precise language of the Sen- 
ate bill for any version adopted 
by the House, which would 
eliminate the need for a confer- 
ence between the two bodies.

Says Tax Loopholes 
Must Be Closed

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House apparently is poised to 
approve a four-month extension 
of borrowing authority for

Nixon's 
adminis- 


tration—coupled with a warning 
of trouble ahead unless he 
moves to close tax loopholes. 


The debt-ceiling vote was set 


for today in the House, with the 
Senate expected to act later 
this month. 


The bill would raise the bor- 


rowing limit from $430 bJlUipn— 
a figure expected to'be over- 
taken by the debt within about 
three weeks—to $450 billion un- 
til June 30. The terms were set 
by 
a 
Democratic-dominated 


House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. It turned down Nixon's 
request for a ISO-billion in- 
crease, enough to carry the 
Treasury well past the presi- 
dential election season and to 
February 1973. 


Not satisfied 
with this, a 


group of Democratic liberals 
launched a drive to attach to 
the measure a requirement that 
Nixon submit a comprehensive 
tax-reform program to raise 
revenues without increasing 
rates on average 
taxpayers, 


and so narrow the looming defi- 
cits. 


The drive ended in com- 


promise Tuesday. The liberals 
settled for a stiff letter to Nix- 
on from 
Ways and Means 


Chairman Wilbur D. Mills, D- 
Ark., calling for Nixon to sub- 
mit by March 15 his ideas for 


"further elimination of prefer- 
ences and so-called loopholes in 
the federal income, estate and 
gift tax system." 


Hinting of trouble for the ad- 


ministration, if not now, at 
least when the next borrowing 
request comes in June, Mills 
wrote: 


"This matter has become all 


the more important because of 
developments in the House in 
recent days raising the question 
about support of continued in- 
creases in the debt ceiling un- 
less such requests are coupled 
with tax reform ostensibly that 
would produce additional reve- 
nues."

We 
have made the most generous 
peace offer in the history of 
war," he said. 


Nixon's comment about the 


patriotism and sincerity of his 
critics came only two days aft- 
er H. R. Haldeman, one of his 
top aides, said in a television 
interview that Democratic crit- 
ics of administration peace 
terms were consciously aiding 
the enemy. 


Nixon also said in his radio 


address, which was pointed to 
Congress and the people alike, 
that his foreign policy has 
brought the world closer to a 
stable 
peace 
because 
the 


United States has stopped reac- 
ting "on the basis of yester- 
day's habits" and is dealing 
with "the opportunities of to- 
morrow." 


Nixon cited his forthcoming 


journeys to Communist China 
and the Soviet Union, said U.S. 
alliances have been reshaped to 
reflect allied capabilities to as- 
sume greater responsibilities, 
and declared that new world 
trade arrangements will mean 
more jobs for Americans. 


He said those steps "have 


brought the world closer to a 
stable peace. 


"They did not happen by ac- 


cident," the President said. 
"Three years ago, we stopped 
reacting on the basis of yester- 
day's habits and started acting 
to deal with the realities of to- 
day and the opportunities of to- 
morrow." 


The President cited agree- 


ments with Russia including de- 
velopment of the ocean floor 
and the Berlin accord. He 
called Berlin a spot where 
trouble could have broken out 
and said the agreement reduces 
the possibility of confrontation 
between the two super powers. 


He also pointed out that for 


the first time a president of the 
United States was going to visit 
Moscow. He said he would go, 
in May, with his eyes open. 


Nixon said the accord with 


Russia was tolptd by the (act 
that there was communication 
between the two nations, but 
this was not true with China. 
He said opening of commu- 
nications with China would be 
helpful and noted that in two 
weeks he would start a "jour- 
ney of peace" to Peking. 


Nixon's radio address was a 


prelude to his formal submis- 
sion to Congress today of a 
State of the World report. 


Nixon also: 
—Said his Peking journey 


starting next week will not re- 
solve quickly deep U.S.-Chinese 
differences but will end "a ster- 
ile and barren interlude ... be- 
tween two great peoples" and 
"will represent a necessary and 
giant step toward the creation 
of a stable structure of world 
peace." 


—Reported his greatest dis- 


appointment in 1971 was failure 
to negotiate an end to the Viet- 
nam war. He said an agree- 
ment can be reached "when- 
ever Hanoi distinguishes be- 
tween a settlement and a sur- 
render." 


—Defended his policy in the 


Indian-Pakistani 
war as not 


biased against India but reflec- 
ting an effort to stop a conflict 
potentially endangering world 
peace. 


He also held the door open 


for 
revival 
of 
U.S.-Indian 


friendship and future American 
recognition of Bangladesh. 


—Portrayed his emergency 


dollar-and-trade moves of last 
August as having "put behind 
us the imminent danger that 
conflicting economic interests 
would lead to the unraveling of 
free-world cohesion. 


"It is beyond dispute that we 


have made signal progress," 
Nixon said in his 236-page re- 
port. "For too long, American 
policy consisted of reacting to 
events," he said. "Today the 
United States is once again act- 
ing with assurance and purpose 
on the world stage.... 


"We know where we are go- 


ing. We art moving with his- 
tory, and moving history our- 
selves." 


And this is in the direction of 


"a new structure of global rela- 
tionships in which all nations, 
friend and adversary, partici- 
pate and have a stake" and 
"habits of moderation and com- 
promising can be nurtured," he 
said.

He said a more de- 
tailed report on food costs will 
be issued Thursday. 


The report also predicted net 


incomes of fanners will rise

Jan. 14 after two local business- 
men said he gave them money 
orders totaling $1,321, which 
were stolen from the Hubb City 
Bank of l^afayette, La. 


According to published re- 


ports, Halfen is a friend of re- 
puted New Olreans Mafia fig- 
ure Carlos Marcello. 


Halfen was whisked to an un- 


disclosed location last fall after 
U. S. Senate crime investigator 
William Gallinaro was beaten 
and robbed of valuable papers 
in his San Antonio hotel room'/ 


Gallinaro had intervieweTfl 


Halfen, then held in jail here, a' 
few hours before the beating. 


Shortly after he was con- 


victed in the money order case, 
Halfen appeared before a spe- 
cial county grand jury in- 
vestigating possible organized 
crime in the San Antonio area. 


Halfen is charged in a federal 


case at Los Angeles with per- 
jury before a grand jury prob- 
ing fraudulent sales of stocks 
and securities, court records 
show.

LANSING, Mich. (AP)

When the Lansing State Hospi- 
tal recently joined a medical 
campaign against smoking and 
took out cigarette machines, it 
also suffered an unexpected 
blow to the pocketbook. 


The hospital had pulled in 


revenue from over 24,000 packs 
of cigarettes last year. 


Then hospital service league 


employes decided to try selling 
apples instead, and the hospi- 
tal's gift shop is selling 100-120 
apples a day. 


"The transition from ciga- 


rettes to apples wasn't com- 
pletely smooth," said Marian 
Renaud, the gift shop manager, 
"but the career smokers seem 
to have adjusted." 


And the hospital is making 


half again as much on apples 
as it ever made on cigarettes.

ers I have ever played with," 
Roy Campanella said of catch- 
er Josh Gibson and first base- 
man Walter "Buck" Leonard, 
the two lastest inductees into 
Baseball's Hall of Fame. 


"I'm 
very 
proud," 
said 


Campy, the former Brooklyn 
Dodger catcher and himself a 
Hall of Famer, "mainly be- 
cause they never anticipated 
getting into the Hall of Fame. 
These two fellows rightly de- 
serve the honor." 


Gibson, who died at the age 


of 35 in 1947, was a unanimous 
selection Tuesday of a nine- 
man committee which screened 
stars of the Negro Leagues who 
were banned from playing in 
the majors during the height of 
their career. Leonard received 
seven votes—the minimum re- 
quired for election. 


Two other players drew a 


vote apiece-John Henry "Pop". 


-Floyd, j^shofUtop-ttfist base?,- 


man and Willie Foster, a left- 
handed pitcher. 


In the initial election by the 


special committee last year, 
the immortal Satchel Paige 
was enshrined. 


Gibson and Leonard will be 


formally inducted Aug. 7 into 
the Hall at Cooperstown, N.Y., 
along with Sandy Koufax, Yogi 
Berra, Early Wynn, Lefty Go- 
mez, Ross Youngs and Will 
Hvridge, elected earlier this 
year. 


Gibson and Leonard, in their 


heyday in the 1930s and 40s 
were the heart of the batting 
older of the Homestead Grays 
and were then known as the 
Babe Ruth and Lou Gehrig of 
the Negro Leagues. 


"They were both tremendous 


players," 
said 
Campanella, 


confined to a wheelchair for the 
past 14 years since an auto ac- 
cident. "Gibson was a great 
catcher and tremendous hitter. 
And, he never struck out. He 
was extraordinary. 
I can't 


think of anyone in the majors 
to compare with him. He was 
better than any of them."

PESHAWAR, Pakistan (AP) 


— Pakistan is showing signs of 
losing still more territory, this 
time the border provinces of 
the Northwest Frontier 
and 


Baluchistan. 


The threat arises from the 


conflict between President Zul- 
fikar Ali Bhutto and his Paki- 
stan People's party and the 
largest party in the two prov- 
inces on West Pakistan's west- 
ern border, the National Awami 
party of the Pathan politician, 
Khan Abdul Wali Khan. 


The 
challenge 
from 
the 


fiercely individualistic Pathans 
is similar to resentful talk 
heard for two years among 
Bengalis before the fall of East 
Pakistan and the creation of 
Bangladesh. 


Wali Khan is demanding that 


Bhutto lift martial law, from 
which he derives his authority 
as civilian president. Wali 
Khan wants the immediate for- 
mation of provincial govern- 
ments so Pathans and Baluchi* 
can run their own affairs in the 
smaller two of Pakistan's four 
provinces. 


Although Bhutto claims his is 


the majority party of all West 


Pakistan, he has virtually no 
representation in Baluchistan 
and little in the Northwest 
Frontier. 


The struggle .has forced 


Bhutto-appointed governors in 
the Northwest Frontier and 
Baluchistan to back down on 
plans to form interim cabinets 
because the Awami party re- 
fuses to cooperate. It also is 
threatening 
a 
boycott 
of 


Bhutto's plans to hold local 
elections March 15 throughout 
Pakistan. 


The party argues that Bhutto 


will use his martial-law powers 
to rig the elections and create a 
base for power in the North- 
west Frontier and Baluchistan 
and drive deeper the wedge be- 
tween the border and the prov- 
inces in which Bhutto has ma- 
jorities of national and provin- 
cial assemblymen, Punjab and 
Sind 


"We will not let him hold 


elections in the Frontier," Wali 
says.

ominous turn. Wali has become 
supreme commander of Pak- 
htoon Zalmai or Pathan Youth, 
an organisation of red-capped 
volunteers. It came into being 
shortly after the People's party 


put its People's Guard volun- 
teers into police-like uniforms. 
Their supreme commander, re- 
tired Maj. Gen. Akbar Khan, 
Bhutto's adviser on national se- 
curity, hinted they would be 
armed. 


"If they want civil war," said 


Wali, "the Pathans will be 
ready."

Could you win such a lawsuit? 


A quick answer would be no, be- 
cause a weather forecast is only 
an educated guess, not a guar- 
antee. But what if the weather- 
man wa» not only wrong - b*it 
also guilty of negligence in mak- 
ing his prediction? 


That complicates matters. 


Consider this case: 


A hurricane was bearing down 


on a coastal city, and the weath- 
er bureau issued a series of 
warnings. But the winds and 
flood 
waters 
arrived 
several 


hours ahead of the predicted 
time. A woman, caught on low 
land, was drowned. 


Later, her husband demanded 


damages from the government 


"I realize," be told the court 


"that weather predicting is not 
an exact science. But this was 
worse than just a mistake. It was 
outright negligence. They had 
discovered that the storm was 
coming in ahead of schedule, but 
they failed to pass the word 
along to the public." 


Nevertheless, the court turned 


down his claim. The judge said 
the government cannot be held 
liable 
for 
broad, 
generalized 


activities 
like 
forecasting 
the 


weather because this would place 
too heavy a burden upon basic 
governmental functions. 


But that may not apply to 


weather forecasting in a limited, 
specific situation. Thus: 


The weather bureau at an air- 


port, although aware of air tur- 
bulence near the ground, failed 
to warn the pilot of a private 
plane that was just taking off. 
The plane crashed, the pUot was 
killed, and the government was 
sued for damages. 


This time, the government was 


indeed held liable. The court de- 
cided that in a particular, local- 
ized situation like this, the gov- 
ernment ought to pay the penalty 
for its negligence—just like any 
other wrongdoer.

r I was then living with my 
Uusband Frederik and our chil- 
rdren. 
P Ibiza is a small island and it 
)-has lots of social life and it 
twasn't long before I was bump- 
Ping into Clifford at cocktail par- 
£ties and other functions. He be- 
rcame a family friend. 
£ It wasn't until last year that 
tour friendship developed into 
I^any kind of relationship. Clif- 
ford was then married to Edith, 
£his fourth wife, and my own 
/•^marriage to Frederik had bro- 


ken up. 


One night at my Chelsea 


home I got a call from Clifford 
saying he was coming to Lon- 
don and I invited him in to 
have dinner that same night 
with other friends. 


During his 
stay, 
Clifford 


asked me if I would like to go 
on holiday with him to Nassau. 


We took the plane to New 


York the next morning—it was 
Feb. 12 as far as I recall. When 
we got there, Clifford 
an- 


nounced a sudden change of 
plans. "Would you mind," he 
said, "if we went to Mexico in- 
stead?" 


Clifford then told me he had 


to go to Mexico to meet' How- 
ard Hughes, whose autobiogra- 
phy he was writing. 


I had to return to London 


(from Mexico after 3M- days) 
and on the previous day Clif- 
ford went out to arrange my 
air ticket back. 


He was gone between one and 


a half to two hours. That is the 
only time when he went out 
alone for any such period. 


I have heard that in an affi- 


davit Clifford has sworn that I 
was with him when he met 
Howard Hughes. I cannot be- 
lieve Clifford would say such a 
thing because I certainly didn't 
meet Hughes at any time dur- 
ing our stay there. 


Out if Clifford saw Hughes in 


Mexico it could only have been 
during that two-hour period 
when he got my air ticket.

Clifford told us of one secret 


meeting with Hughes in a park- 
ing lot and how cartridge tapes 
had been exchanged in some 
toilet somewhere. 


It all seemed so fantastic, 


and the author showed us the 
original letter he had received 
from Hughes granting-hinx-tbe. 
rights to his biography. 


ft looked perfectly genuine. 


Apparently he had known Clif- 
ford over a number of years 
and trusted and respected him. 


Clifford is the kind of man 


that a woman finds great 
warmth in and someone with 
whom 
there 
is 
tremendous 


communication. 


I still feel very close to him. 


But when an American postal 
department investigator came 
to question me last week when 
I was holidaying in the Ba- 
hamas ... I was literally 
shaken. 


Suddenly the whole thing ex- 


ploded around me I had to re- 
turn to England to regain my 
senses. 


Yes, I'm going to New York 


with John and we will both tes- 
tify before the grand jury in- 
vestigating the whole affair and 
of our relationship with Clifford 
Irving. 


I will tell the truth and all I 


hope is that what I say will not 
harm or injure Clifford in any 
way. 
Because 
knowing this 


man as I do I cannot believe 
the book is false.

BELFAST (AP) - D-for-Dis- 


ruption Day, a 24-hour cam- 
paign by civil rights leaders to 
bring civic chaos to Northern 
Ireland, brought no extraor- 
dinary violence today. 


The British army was alerted 


for attacks by the Irish Re- 
publican Army and police 
leaves were canceled. 


At Newry, scene of the mas- 


sive march in silence Sunday, 
the main Belfast-Dublin road 
was blocked by barricades. Au- 
tomobiles were set afire in 
Coalis and in County Tyrone. 


Catholic leaders of the Civil 


Rights Association said their 
supporters would occupy public 
buildings, march in defiance of 
a 
government ban, close 


schools, shut down factories, 
jam telephone lines and block 
country roads by felling trees 
across them. 


But the D-Day organizers 


said they would take pre- 
cautions to avoid conflict with 
the British army. They said the 
protest against the internment 
of suspected gunmen without 
trial would be carried out "in 
the peaceful spirit of Newry," 
the border town where 20,000 
Catholic marchers and 3,000 
British troops 
stayed away 


from each other last Sunday 
and avoided bloodshed. 


The provincial government 


put the internment policy into 
effect six months ago today. 


There 
was 
shooting 
and 


bombing during the night, but 
no more than usual. 


Gunmen in a speeding car 


killed a 49-year-old Catholic in 
Belfast's Ardoyne district, and 
a police spokesman said, "It 
looks as though it was some 
sort of execution by the IRA." 
It was the 240th known death 


since the summer of 1969 in the 
province's 
political-religious 


war and the 30th this year. 


Also in the Ardoyne district, 


a bomb was thrown at an army 
patrol, injuring two soldiers. 


Six Catholic members of the 


provincial parliament marked 
D-Day with a hunger vigil in 
Londonderry. 


Telephone operators stood by 


for a deluge of calls. The D- 
Day organizers told their thou- 
sands of supporters to keep 
dialing London, Birmingham, 
Manchester and other major 
English cities, then hang up 
when they heard the ringing 
tone. The aim was to swamp 
the lines between Northern Ire- 
land and England, causing a 
symbolic break in the link 


across the Irish Sea. 


Northern 
Ireland's 
Protes- 


tants, who have been quiet 
while the British army battled 
the Catholic IRA, also were 
stirring. 


A new organization called Hit 


ster 
Vanguard scheduled 
a 


series of weekend rallies oppos- 
ing any deal that might even- 
tually reunite Northern Ireland 
and the Catholic Irish republic 
to the south. 


An attempt by the republic to 


involve the United Nations in 
the troubles in the North came 
to nothing. The British govern- 
ment thanked U.N. Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim for of- 
fering his good offices but said 
the situation does not lend itself 
to intervention.

UPPER SADDLE RIVER, 


N. J. — ( N E A i - I t began 
more than a year ago. A 
husband and wife living near 
the Saddle River here no- 
ticed large trucks dumping 
r u b b i sli at the 
stream. 


Things like pieces of ma- 
cadam. Great 
mounds of 


sterile dirt. Chunks of ugly 
concrete. "What's happen- 
ing9" the couple wondered. 
"It's O.K.." the town mayor 
told them, 'I authorized the 
dumping myself." 


Like hell it's O.K. 
And 
Jerry 
and 
Reitta 


Goetting got mad. 


The Goettings, one of a 


thousand families in this 
community, live in a neigh- 
borhood that is flanked by 
the town's only undeveloped 
area. It's not a park, but it s 
like a park. It's a few dozen 
acres of woods and water set 
aside 
as 
a 
preserve 
of 


natural beauty. It's a won- 
der for kids. Real fish in the 
stream 
and that kind of 


thing. 


To be sure, say the Goet- 


tings, it's not the kind of 
place where dump trucks 
are welcome. So they com- 
plained to town officials and 
were told that a road was 
being planned across 
the 


area and the dumping was 
perfectly legal. 


The couple didn't agree. 


They inspected the dump 
sight and found the debris 
was drying up a natural 
pond, and cutting off one of 
the river's tributaries. 


Says Mrs. Goetting: "One 


day we went down to the 
dumping grounds and we 


saw this old turtle crawling 
around. He was all full of 
this gook and junk and he 
was looking for the water 
that was no longer there. He 
crawled away. To die I sup- 
pose. And. I 'don't know, we 
just knew we couldn't let 
this go on." 


Sc, late last year, the 


couple decided to act. They 
learned the town was break- 
ing up a road 
somewhere 


and was going to dump the 
refuse in the stream, when 
his wife phoned the news to 
his office. Goetting told her 
to stop the trucks any way 
she could. She did. She and 
five other housewives, arms 
folded, faces grim, lined up 
across the road in a human 
chain. 


Not surprisingly, the Goet- 


tings and the environment 
lost that first round. The 
wife was arrested. Some city 
officials passed the word that 
the couple was nuts. And 
the neighbors who were pre- 
viously anxious to help fight 
the war now retreated: "Oh, 
well, Jerry, we'd like to go 
to the council meeting with 
you but we've got things to 
do, and, um, we can't get a 
baby sitter anyway." 


Thus the couple went on 


more or less alone. To the 
town council first. Where 
they advised officials the 
community was in violation 
of New Jersey law 58:1-26; 
which forbids the unauthor- 
ized encroachment of any 
stream. They advised also 
that the area's pond had 
been completely obliterated, 
and back water from the 
the dammed-up stream was 
creating 
swamplands 
and 


health hazards for blocks. 


The council paid little at- 


tention. The mayor told 
them to: "Sit down and be 
quiet, we've heard enough 
from you." When the Goet- 
tings persisted, tempers 
really flared, and the town 
engineer ended the whole 
public debacle by shouting: 
"O.K., we cut off the stream, 
what are you gonna do about 
it?" 


As it turned out, the Goet- 


tings did plenty. They pur- 
chased all of the maps of 
the river they could find. 
They studied town records 


oft the area back to 1935. 
They learned about flood 
plains and drainage and, to 
be sure, small town petty- 
politics. They argued with 
the mayor ("I never talked 
to him by phone because he 
has an unlisted number"). 
They argued with the en- 
gineer 
("I'm afraid he's 


beyond any hope"). They 
spoke to civic organizations. 
And finally, they requested 
help and official determina- 
tions from the state agency 
for environmental 
protec- 


tion. 


Eventually, the Goettings 
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won. Sort of, anyway. State 
inspectors advised the town 
it was in violation of the law 
and ordered officials to clear 
out the dumpings, open up 
the stream tributary, and re- 
store the pond to Us original 
conditions. 


But. No cheers. The war 


isn't over. Town 
officials 


st'll refuse to admit error. 
The wild area pond is still 
covered with a mountain of 
trash. The stream remains 
cut and dormant. And the 
mayor is trying to circum- 
vent the matter bv filing for 
a state permit which would 
legalize even further rape 
bi the river in question. 


And so Reitta and Jerry 


Goetting 
maintain 
t h e i r 


guard. One eye on the river, 
the other on city hall. "We're 
tired," they say, "but, dam- 
mit; we're right."

Brandt Opens 
Treaty Debates

BONN (AP) - 
Chancellor 


Willy Brandt goes before the 
West German parliament today 
for the opening of debate on nil 
treaties with the Soviet Union 
and Poland. 


The treaties, which recogntee 


German territorial losses in 
World War II, form the corner- 
stone of Brandt's policy of re- 
conciliation with Eastern Eu- 
rope. 
. 


Brandt signed the treaties in 


1970 and, barring some unfore- 
seen developments, he is ei- 
pacted to have enough votes in 
parliament to secure ratifica- 
tion in May. 


The immediate effect of the 


ratification will be the signing 
of the Big Four agreement on 
Berlin, 
which will amplify 


travel to and from the divided 
city and thus bring Germans 
the first practical result of the 
Eastern policy. 


The signing of the Berlin 


agreement also will open the 
way for preparations for the 
Communist-proposed European 
security conference which is 
expected to bring a further eas- 
ing of tensions in Europe. 


The United States, Britain, 


France and the Soviet Union 
signed the first part of the Ber- 
lin agreement Sept. 3. East and 
West Germany later worked 
out the details but the Soviet 
Union made ratification of its 
treaty with Bonn a condition to 
signing the final document put- 
ting the accord into effect. 


Brandt's parliamentary oppo- 


sition, the Christian Democrats, 
are opposed to the treaties and 
have declared they will vote 
against them. 


But Brandt's coalition of So-

Democrats 
and 
Free 


Democrats has a six-vote ma- 
jority in the Bundestag, the 
lower 
house 
of Parliament 


where ratification rests.

6. Do eat good cereals like 


homecooked oatmeal, well- 


ieties, which includes green 
beans, corn and most people 
can tolerate fried tomatoes. 
Do not season your vege- 
tables with strong spices, 
however. A l s o include in 
your diet lean meat, fish and 
chicken. 


7. Stop using all milk prod- 


ucts. Many people have an 


intolerance for milk prod- 
ucts. The way to find out is 
to stop it and if your symp- 
toms disappear you h a v e 
your own answer. If it is not 
a factor, use fortified skim 
m i l k , uncreamed cottage 
cheese and o t h e r healthy 
dairy products. 


For antiacids, go to the 


drugstore and get yourself 
some G e 1 u s i 1 or Malox, 
either one of these can be 
obtained in liquid or tablet 
form without a prescription. 
I suggest using a few more 
tablets than the label recom- 
mends at two- or three-hour 
intervals and at bedtime 
take an extra dose. 


If you will stick to this 


regime for a number of 
weeks, you can pretty well 
tell whether it is going to re- 
lieve your problem or not. 
If it doesn't, go back to your 
doctor and ask him to meas- 
ure your stomach acidity 
and give you a prescription 
for medicine that blocks the 
action of the nerve which 
stimulates the stomach to 
produce acid pepsin juice. 
These are a t r o p i n e l i k e 
drugs and they tend to make 
your mouth dry.
